f- During the month two vessels arrived at the subports from Barba- 
dos bringing foul bills of health, showing smallpox as fexistent there. 
One of these vessels entered at Fajardo and the other at Humacao. 
As all were well on board upon arrival, telegraphic instructions were 
given from this office to vaccinate the crews, place the vessels under 
guard, and permit them to take cargo lying in the open bay. Both of 
these vessels were schooners, carrying no passengers.
